The body of Mrs. -Jessie Fremont Gaver, \riiieh. lias been buried 


in Cedar Hill cemetery -since Nov. 7. was exhumed at 2 o "clock Fri- 
day afternoon by direction of Coroner "W. E. "vTiyiareh. ivho is inves- 
tigating the circumstances previous and subsequent to the death of 
Mrs. Gaver, for the purpose of ascertaining -what truth Is concealed 
in the various conflicting statements made by Dr. J. H. Bheamount. 
and those associated with him. 


Accompanied by an Advocate man Coroner "Wiyiareh "went to 


the cemetery, where under the dieretion of" Andrew J. Crilly, the 
superintendent, the grave had been .opened. 


Coroner "Wiyiareh and Dr. J. N. Wright, the latter having 


attended Mrs. Gaver during her illness, performed the operation of 
removing the stomach. In addition to the Coroner and Dr. "Wright 
there were present Dr. D. M. Smith. Dr. S. Richards. Dr. J. T. Har- 
bottle representing the eiry solicitor, Dr. Homer Davis. Mr. Basil 
"Wiyiareh and George D. TJpson of the Advocate. 


The removing of the viscera was completed at 2:40 o'clock this 


afternoon after which it was placed in a glass jar. The corpse was 
well presrved considering the length of of time which it had been 
buried. 


After the removal of the stomach the body was reburied and 


Coroner "Wiyiareh took an Ohio Electric car for Columbus, carrying 
with him the viscera which he turned cner to Chemist Howard for 
examination. 


The examination and tests to which the contents of the stomach 


will be subjected to are very exhaustive and will require at least two 
days and it is probable that it will be Monday before the results of 
the inquiry will be announced.

The rumor 
persists that Mr. Bryan expects to be 
offered the state portfolio, and will 
give the matter his serious consider-! 
ation before declining it, if he does 
decline if 


Opinion among politicians is divid-l

MURDERED 3 SICILIANS 


Seven Days Ago t Fellow Cmntry- 


man Paid Penalty for Assist- 


ing in the Crime. 


Columbus. Nov. 22.—Silently clutch- 


ing a crucifix to his lips, Dominic Sel- 
vaggio, aged 35, an Italian, walked 
steadily into the death chamber at 
the penitentiary a few minutes alter 
last midnight. Five minutes later he 
had died in the electric chair and paid 
the penalty for murdering Anton Vis- 
cario, Anton and Jim Anberlinio, three 
Sicilians, September 15, 1911, on Kel- 
leys Island, Erie county. 


Although Selvaggio had been nerv- 


ous since the electrocution of MB com- 
panion in crime, Rocco Lavecchio, a 
week ago, he did not falter when he 
went to his death last'nigBt. The ini- 
tial charge of electricity was 1750 TOlts. 
The voltaga was reduced to 300, then 
increased again to 1750. Fifty seconds 
after the current first was turned on, 
Penitentiary 
Physician Clark pro- 


nounced the man dead. 


Selvaggio made no reply when given 


an opportunity to speak. He merely 
tared at jthe crucifix and prepared for 
the end. The electrocution was char- 
acterized by no incidents unusual to 
such affairs. 


Somewhere in Italy Selvaggio is srn> 


vived by his widow and three children, 
who have made themselves paupers in 
their effort to save his life. Their 
poverty-stricken condition •will not al- 
low them to fulfill the Jast request at 
Selvaggio. that his tody be shipped- to 
his native land for burial." The wife of 
the condemned man sold her home that 
she might use the proceeds in making 
legal fight for her mate's- life., 


Nick Selvaggio, a brother, was at 


the penitentiary 
yesterday. Without 
any outward appearance of grief the 
brothers bade each other goodBy. Last 
night Selvaggio ate-a hearty supper. 
At his own request 
he 
feasted on 


chicken, fried oysters, potatoes, apple 
pie. cake, candy and several kinds of 
fruit. 


Sheriff Herman Renter of Erie eoun- 
, through whose vigflance and ef- 


forts both murderers were sent to the 
ihair. was present at both executions. 
Ct was mainly through a statement 
made by Selvaggio to his companion, 
L-avecchio, that both were convictefi. 
Selvaggio thought they were alone in 
jail at Sandusky, but their conversa- 
tion was overheard. 


Their victims were three Italian co- 


workers, and for a time the story of- 
fered by Selvaggio, that the men had 
voluntarily left Sandusky. was accept- 
ed and believed. Soon afterward the 
murderers also left. The^bodies of the 
victims, thrown into Lake Erie, were 
washed ashore, and Sheriff Renter be- 
gan his hunt for the criminals. After 
a search which took him over the 
Central states, he captured them at 
Pittsburg. 


With the death of Selvaggio only one 


:ondenined man occupies the annex. 
He is Milton Smith, colored, who Is 
sentenced to die in January for killing:

WO'iiLD HAVE PAID CITY OF 
SAN FRANCISCO TO HAVE GIVEN 
CONTRACT TO JEWETT CAR CO. 


Early last December the Jewett Car 


"Works of this city were the lowest 
bidders on a contract to furnish the 
city of San Francisco 43 cars for street 
railway purposes. Among the numer- 
ous bidders was a San Francisco con- 
cern, the Holman company. When a 
meeting of the supervisors of the city 
was called to award the contract the 
matter was held up, certain influences 
being brought to bear, the Advocate 
at the time carrying the story which 
was wired by its special correspondent 
in San Francisco; at this meeting the 
bids were turned down and a re-adver- 
tising orde'red. The Holmau company 
secured the contract when the bids 
were opened a second time, having any 
or little opposition after the supervis- 
ors action.' Tfi« Jewett company did 
not submit the second bid. 


The sequel to the letting of the con- 
tract is found in the following special 
Irorn San Francisco: 


San Francisco, CaL, Nov. 22.—Man- 


ager J. W. Reiss of the W. L. Holman 
company promised that ten cars for 
the city railroad would be ready with- 
out fail November 1C, but he admitted 
in Mayor Rolph's ofhce yesterday aft- 
•ernoon that he was two weeks behind 
time. He said, however, that four of 
the first ten cars were being lettered 
and varnished and tfie other six were 
being painted, and he promised to have 
them finished by December 1st. The 
assembled city officials commented on 
Bless" facility for making promises. 


Supervisor Marphy suggested that a 


record be kept of Rfess' statements, as

"These promises have been coming 


one after the another for 
months,"

This period expires Decem- 
ber Sth next. It is claimed that the 
ISO days did not begin to run until 
the auditor certified to the contract, six 
days after it was signed, which would 
make the last dav for delivery Decem- 
ber 14th. 


Mayor Rolnh said that an agreement 


should be made when the first ten 
cars were accepted by the city that 
this acceptance did not affect the city's 
right to recover damages on account 
<3f the failure to deliver the others at 
the contract time. 


Assistant City Engineer Ransom be- 


lieved that it .vould take the Holman 
company until-March 1st next to com- 
plete the second ten cars, but Riess 
said they would be ready at the middle 
of February.

After Zollinger's death, Mr. Price de- 


clared, that the story was changed. 
Just before the noon recess Attorney 
James A. Alienator the defense began 
his plea. He'^declared that Zollinger 
had met accidental death while 
at- 


tempting to commit murder and then 
suicide, "a fitful ending for such a 
life." 
~ 


He claimed, that the state didn't 


prove during the trial .that Miss Far- 
ley had doneT.the shooting. 
''The life. that Zollinger led tended 


to a breaking down of the mind to 
suicide." he_deglared_ Attorney Allen 
declared that tie employment of the 
woman detective by Prosecutor Turner 
was a "constitution of the courts and 
machinery of Franklin county," and 
charged that Jliss Farley's confession 
at police headquarters should be dis- 
regarded T^ause of her state of mind 
at that time.

In West Virginia it is con- 
ceded that the Progressives have more 
votes than the Republicans and there 
is a hot fight between William Ed- 
wards, the bull mooser leader, and 
Davis Elkins. It is possible that Mich- 
igan may not elect. Thus four seats 
are likely to be vacant, giving the 
Democrats easy control, even if they 
did not have a clear majority of the 
ninety-sis: senators.

my state is rather close to Washing- 
ton, and I don't want the wbole bunch 
of oSce seekers on my back telling me 
to get places for them.

One of the gates has a -woodland to 


protect it from such an occurrence. 
Only a very severe wind from the east 
will affect it in the least. Only since 
a strip was erst tlirough for a telephone 
line has such a il:ing occurred at alL 


T.he other one. however, is easily ef- 


fected by a wi^JL from the west, a 
body of woodland of very dense 
growth, deflecting even a north, wind 
against it 
Bafc"-we have solved even 


that problem with what we call a. 
wind latch. 


A piece of ir.ch. hoard 6 by 12 Inches 


Is trimmed to almost a feather at one 
end. A three-eighths inch hole is bored 
edgewise near the other end. A seven 
inch spike is pot through and driven 
an inch into the post against which 
the gate strikes, near the top of the 
post, on tbe outside, so it hangs down 
clear of the barb wires of which the 
fence is made. 


A piece of heavy wire three inches 


long is driven sidewise and on the 
west side, near the top of this board, 
or "wing." ns "we call it. A ring, or 
loop, is turned in the free end, from 
which a smaller -wire extends down- 
ward to near the middle of the gate, 
where it connects with, the latch 
proper. 


This is a small rod, the size of a six- 


penny nail, and it passes through a 
three-eighths inch hole, bored down 
grain Through a sis inch board. The 
west end is bent square to the north, 
anrl the wire from the wing is connect- 
ed with it. The eastern end is bent 
directly downward. Now, when the 
wind blows hard enough to cause the 
gate to oppa it -will raise the "wing, 
and that wiil throw the eastern end of 
this rod so as to catch the gate. 


Like nearly all our gates, this one is 


swung to a tree, with the tipper hinge 
nine feet from the ground. The "wind 
often causes this tree to sway back 
and forth, but this latch always

Frick, who is also a member of the 
Masonic fraternity, is confident that 
the man's claims in this respect are 
justified. 
The doctor states 
that 
the 32d degree was conferred upon 
him by the Ontario, Canada, lodge. 


"What are your plans for die lit- 
tle Gaver girl?" Rheamount was 
asked. 


'I'm going to send 
'Baby' to 
school," he answered. "Baby" 
is 


the pet name he has accorded the 
15-year-old girl, but when Baby was 
later brought into the jail office, 
she did not manifest any such famil- 
iarity. Instead she merely went ov- 
er to the doctor, looked up at him a 
moment, and said, "How are you?" 
She did not even take his hand when 
it was offered her. 


"1 am going to have some clothes 


made for her first," the doctor con- 
tinued. 
"I do wish they would let 


me out of here so that I can do just 
wnac's right. It's not only a great 
injustice to me, but it's a great in- 
justice to 'Baby' to keep me here. 


"Gentlemen," he added, "I have 


done nothing wrong. I don't see why 
they won't give me a hearing." It 
appears that the judge of the Mus- 
kingum county probate court 
was 
called out of the 
city yesterday, 


which prevented the investigation of 
Rheamount's case. "If they will only 
let me tell my story, I know they'll 
agree that I have done nothing out 
of the -way. 


Didn't Hare Housekeeper. 
'•When Mrs. Gaver died I had a 
housekeeper in the house, and she 
took care of Gracie. 
I have had a 
housekeeper here in Zanesville ever 
since I came here and she has been 
with 'Baby' all the time," he de- 
clared. 
Investigation among other 


persons interested in the case re- 
vealed the fact that there was no 
housekeeper at the Xewark home of 
the Gaver woman and the Indian 
practitioner. 


"Were you the only relative the 
girl could be left with?" the doctor 
was asked. 
"Hasn't she some wo- 


men relatives who could take care 
of her?" 


The doctor's reply was rather con- 


flicting with the statements of Grace 
the young daughter. "There are 
some relatives on her father's side 
of the family, but her mother didn't 
want them to get hold of Grace," he 
said, "I don't know where they are. 
I don't know about any of them. I 
never have kept very close traclc of 
the family." The doctor then said 
that the girl's father died about 12 
years ago, while "the family resided 
in London, Ont. 


Contradicts Girl's Story. 


Grace claims that she recently re- 
ceived a letter from an aunt in South 
Dakota, and the 
doctor had 
full 


knowledge of this. 
His statement 
that he did not know the present lo- 
cation of the girl's relatives on the 
Gaver side of the family was In di- 
rect contradiction of this fact. 


The doctor was questioned closely 
regarding his affairs in Aurora, par- 
ticularly ^concerning his marriage to 
a 17-year-old white girl In the-Illi- 
nois city. 
"Tou're a married Man?" queried 
the newspaper men. 


"Xo." came the reply. "That is, 
I'm not" married now. I hare separ- 
ated from my wife and don't know 
where she is. I haven't tried to fin-d 
her since I left Aurora." The doc- 
tor admitted that he had never se- 
cured a divorce, and changed the 
subject- very adroitly, whenever the 
subject of his marriage was brought 
to his attention. 


"Professional Jealousy." 


Regarding Ms indictment in Au- 
rora, the doctor declared that it was 
the result of "professional jealousy." 
He claims that his medicines were 
used by the wife of a farmer 
near 
that city and succeeded in bringing 
about the elimination of 
eighteen 
gallstones and other growths 
from 
her system. When this was learned, 
he claims, an Aurora doctor had him 
arrested for malpractice. His bond 
was fixed at $1000, he says, and 
was signed by the husband of the 
woman he cured. 


"My attorney in Aurora 
knows 


where I can always be found," he 
added. 
"That 
indictment 
was 
brought two years ago and I have 
never had to appear for trial, al- 
though I lived in that city, 
where 
they could get me. if they wanted me. 
for over two years.'' 


Couldn't Kemember Details. 


The doctor also showed regrettable 
lack of memory regarding details in 
his statements regarding the making 
of Mrs. Gaver's will. "She knew she 
couldn't live." he said, "and 
asked 
Attorney Asheraft to write her -will 
for her. 
She appointed me the ad- 


ministrator and said that I was to 
take care of Grace. That was five or 
six weeks before her death." In real- 
ity it was only about two weeks be- 
fore her sudden demise in the Rhea- 
mount offices in South Third street, 
this city. 


During the inquisition of the pris- 
oner, Sheriff Frick brought in " the 
prisoner's mail. This included a let- 
ter from a friend of the doctor,which 
he seemed disposed to keep from the 
official. 
Sheriff Frick, however, ex- 


plained that all of Rheamount's mail 
would have to be subjected to exam- 
ination, and with great relnctance- 
the doctor Handed it over. The con- 
tents were not divulged. 


-Jail officials at Zanesville believe 


that Dr. Rheamount exerts some un- 
due influence over those with whom 
he conies in contact. Although a 
resident 
of that city only a few 


weeks, he has so closely identified 
himself with those who visited him 
that he conld easily secure the re- 
quired 32500 bail if the court would 
permit the offering of certain secur- 
ities. On the night of Rheamount's 
arrest in this city, the news ci the 
action reached Zanesville before the 
prisoner was taken there, and Sher- 
iff Frick was besieged by a number 
of persons, desirous of aiding 
the 


doctor in obtaining his liberty. 


Molds in His Power. 


One of these men, quite promin- 


ent and wealthy, was named Cash- 
baugh, and he was almost insistent 
that he be allowed to go on the doc- 
tor's bond. Cashb'augh was recently 
given possession of a large sum of 
money, held in trust for him by the 
court, and the probate juclsje 
was 


afraid to permit the loss of this as 
security for the nomadic doctor. 
Cashbaugh va* finally convinced 
that his friendship for the doctor 
was not of sufficient standing 
to 
warrant such a manifestation, and he 
returned home. 
Yesterday, howev- 
er ,his young wife, who is said to 
have been 
one of 
the 
doctor's 
Zanesville patients, visited the jail 
and tried to induce- Sheriff Frick to 
accept her surety on Rheamount's 
bond. Just what power Rheamount 
holds over such people and whether 
it be of a proper or illicit nature, 
will be subjects" for the determina- 
tion of the Muskingum county offic- 
ials during the next few days. 
Woniaii Was Intimate. 
Just before the newspaper men 


left the jail, the woman who is stay- 
ing at Rheamount's house in Zanes- 
ville, and who is said to have first 
become acquainted with the doctor 
at the Hudson Hotel in this 
city* 
came in to say good-night. Although 
there were half a dozen other per- 
sons in the jail office, she was not 
abashed and showed more than or- 
dinary interest in the prisoner — in 
fact, an interest thaf is hardly rec- 
oncilable with her position as house- 
keeper. Holding his hand for sever- 
al minutes, she 
advised 
him to 
"keep from worrying" and that "ev- 
erything would come out all right." 
"Before leaving the visiting press 
men asked Dr. Rheamount regard- 
ing his connection with Dr. J. W. 
McAllister, who was identified with 
him in the maintenance of the local 
business. 
"McAllister is not a part- 


ner of mine," he" declared. "He just 
sold medicine lor me, and was nev- 
er associated with me in running 
my business.- I don't know any 
more about him than he does about 
me, and never saw him before 
he 
came to Xewark." 


"Baby" Grace Talks. 


While the Advocate men were in- 
terviewing Dr. Rheamount, Sheriff 
Frick came into the 
cell corridor 
and .informed him that his house- 
keeper-had come to the jail to see 
him, bringing with her the girl, 
Grace Gaver. The housekeeper came 
to the room at the entrance of the 
cell corridor and spoke a few words' 
to Rheamount concerning the mail 
which had arrived for him that day. 


At this time one of the Advocate 
men went into the front room of 
the jail to talk to the girl. In go- 
ing into the room 
he 
passed a 


handsome young woman, apparently 
about IS or 20 years of age. who 
was standing at the door. 
Finding 


no one in the room but the matron 
of the jail, he Inquired where 
the girl had gone and were almost 
dumbfounded "when 
he 
was told 


that the young woman standing at 
the door was the 14-year-old child 
for whom they had been searching. 
Grace -Gaver, the girl who, ac- 


cording to her own statements and 
those of Rheamoujit, will not be 15 
years of age until Jan. 25, is a fully 
developed young woman and ap- 
pears to be much older than she is 
said to be. "With tears in her eyes 
and agitation in her voice, she talk- 
ed to the newspaper man coneernm-g 
the death of her mother and her re- 
-moval-to Zanesville with Dr. Rhea- 
Tnount. 
- "I don't want to say anything un- 
til I talk to the judge," was the first 
statement made" by the girl, and 
throughout her 
conversation she 
gave the impression of having been 
instructed to make no admissions in 
the case to anyone, 


"You've got me all mixed up and 
I 'don't know what it is all about.'" 
she said, in 
answer to a question 


concerning tier relations with Dr. 
Rheamoimt. 


"Have you any relatives living be- 
side the doctor?" she was asked. 
"I have an aunt in South Da- 
kota." 


''Do you ever hear from her?" 
'I had a letter from her a short 
time "ago." 


•'Did she say anything about 


wanting you to come and live with 
that your mother is dead?" 


"Xo—she said a lot of things, but 
—I don't want to talk until I see 
her. now that your mother is dead?" 


"You 
don't have to tell them any- 
thing, Grace," interrupted a Mrs. 
Blackstone, who refused to give her 
full name, but who said that 
Drc 


JRheamount had a room in her 
house in Zanesville where he met 
his patients. 


"What is your interest in the case, 
Mrs. Blackstone?*' was the question 
addressed to her. 
"I just want to help this poor girl 
and the doctor. The charges made 
against him are ridiculous. 
They 
say he is a 'nigger,' but I know it 
isn't so." 


"Did 
the 
doctor live in your 
house?"' 


"Xo. he did not; he had a room 


there where he met his patients." 
/'Did you know the doctor before 
he came to Zanesville?" 
"Indeed I did. T was in Xewark 
when Mrs. Gaver died." 


Commenting on the death of Mrs. 
Gaver and the appointment of Rhea- 
mount as executor of her estate, she 
said: 


"What could the pocr man do? 


What would yon or anyone else have 
done? 
I was there at her bedside 
and I saw her take his hand and 1 
heard her say with her dying breath 
that she wanted him to take care of 
Grace. 


"Will you tell us your first name", 
Mrs. Blackstone?"' one of the news- 
paper men asked. 


"Indeed I will not, and if any 
newspaper says anything about me 
I'll make it eat its words." 


At this point Lura 
HHles, the 
housekeeper, who had been in an- 
other room, came into the one in 
which the interview was being held 
and when asked if 
she 
was 
Dr. 


Rheamount's housekeeper answer- 
ed: 


CLAIMS TO BE NIECE 
OF TAFT'S SECRETARY 


"Xo, I'm not exactly his house- 


keeper—no, I'm not his housekeeper. 
I came to Zanesville from 
Xewark 


after the death of Mrs. Gaver to fix 
up the house for the 
doctor and 


Grace." This assertion on the part 
of Miss Hilles. who has claimed that 
she is a niece of 
Charles Dewey 


Hilles, secretary to President 
Taft,

who said to the newspaper men that 


he had aired her for the 
express 
purpose of acting as his housekeep-

er aad looking after 
Grace, 
baby," as he called her. 
,"I met the doctor when I 
visiting at the Hudson hotel in Xew- 
ark and he asked me to come to 
Zanesville and get the house ready 
for Grace. My home is in Barnes- 
yille and I had intended going there 
in a few days, but when this trouble 
came up I decided to stay on ac- 
count of Grace/' 
Miss Hilles, who is an attractive 


young woman, was not disposed to 
shed much light on the whole affair 
other than to insis-t upon the inno- 
cence of the doctor and to bewail 
the notoriety that has come to the 
doctor and Grace through the arrest 
and incarceration of the former. 


My family would just die if they 
knew that I was mixed up in this. 
especially since this lie about the 
doctor being a negro has been pub- 
lished,'' said she. 


All the persons concerned in this 
interview. Grace Gaver, Lura Hilles 
and Mrs. Blackstone were much 
wrought up and each one appeared 
to take the position that the less 
told to the newspapers the 
better. 
This was especially true of Mrs. 
Blackstone, who repeatedly warned 
the other two that ihey were not un- 
der any obligation to tell the news- 
men anything. 


Xew Theory Advanced. 


Since the various phases of 
the 


whole affair 
have been carefully 


sifted, a new theory has been ad- 
vanced by those who have been in 
touch with the case; a theory exon- 
erating Rheamount from all guilt in 
connection with the death of Mrs. 
Gaver, but one which connects him 
more closely with the charge made 
against him in Zanesville. 
The new theory is based on the 
great influence which the "medicine 
man" seems to exert over all the 
women with whom he has come in 
contact and assumes that the Aurora 
advices to the effect that Rheamount 
and Mrs. Gaver had no blood rela- 
tionship. 
This theory is that Mrs. 


Gaver came 'under the influence of 
the doctor and that his control over 
her was such that he persuaded her 
to claim a blood relationship. Under 
these 
circumstances 
Rheamount 


would of course be able to direct not 
only the actions of Mrs. Gaver but 
those of her daughter as well. ' His 
control of Grace Gaver and of the 
estate of her mother ended with the 
death of Jessie "Gaver, and both 
would pass from his influence unless 
he could be appointed guardian of 
the girl. 


The next step in the new theory 
is that Rheamount accomplished this 
through the 
will of Mrs. Gaver. 


which nominated him as executor 
and guardian. T:his will was drawn 
only about two^eeks previous to 
the death. of 'iMrs. Gaver, while 
Rneamonnt insisted that it was 
made five weeks previous to it 


The whole theory is strengthened 
by the serious lapses of memory on 
the part of Rhe'amount as evidenced 
in the four -different relationships 
which he claimed with Mrs. Gaver, 
and by the facfeihat he showed a 
desire, for, considerable anxiety to 
have tne insurance matter adjusted 
with alacrity.. ^ 


These' suspicions are. strengthened 
by the discrepancy, between the as- 
sertions of Rheamount -and Lura 
Hilles, he claiming that she was 
hired as a housekeener for the ex- 


x r ^ ? S e °f •ebaperoning Grace 
and Miss Hilles saying that she was 
not the housekeeper, but merely a 
tnend rendering,, temporary assist- 
ance. 


Those who advance the new the- 
ory are strong in its support and 
claim that Rheamount is absolutely 
innocent of foul play in the death of 
Mrs. Gaver, but that he has merely 
taken advantage of the infatrfation 
of Mrs. Gaver to secure control of 
her property and her daughter. 


Miss Hilles Known Here. 
Miss LUra Hiiles is well known in 


-Newark, it was learned this morning 
bne came to Xewark before Doctor 
Rheamount arrived" here, and was liv- 
ing at the rooms of Mrs. Ethel Moore 
in the Hudson Hotel building, for five 
weeks during the months of Septem- 
oer and October. She was quite friend- 
ly with Dr. Rheamonnt. arid was in 
his office and rooms, aiding in the 
"sweeping and cleaning" many times 
She finally secured a position at the 
Virginia Hotel. Columbus, on failing 
to find work in this city, and remained 
there nmil after the death of Mrs. 
Gaver, although she is said to have 
been in communication with the In- 
dian. 


Mrs. 
Gaver died on Xovember 6th 
and she was buried on the 8th. The 
following morning the Hilles woman 
came up from Columbus, resigning her 
position, to be with Dr. Rheamount 
and "take care of Gracie-" They spent 
considerable time together, and on the 
following Thursday Dr. Rheamount 
and Miss Hilles went to Zanesville to 
start housekeeping. 


Miss Hilles is also said to have been 
quite friendly with other men in Xew- 
ark prior to the coming of Dr. Rhea- 
mount, but was not seen with them 
after his friendship was evidenced. 


Local Man Knows Her. 
H. L. Parsons, a member of the lo- 


cal Prudential 
Insurance 
company 


staff, was interviewed by an Advocate 
representative 'his afternoon, and 
acknowledged trat he was well ac- 
quainted with the Hilles family in 
Barnesville. H'- states that the father 
of Miss Laura Killes, the young woman 
who was found with Grace Gaver at 
Dr. Rheamour.t's home, is a cousin of' 
Charles Dewey Hilles, secretary toj 
President Taft. and is one of the most! 
prominent citizens 
of 
Bamesville. 
"Mr. Hilles an<i I went to school to- 
gether,"' sain Mr. Parsons. '7 know 


Considerable mystery surrounds the 


identity of the Mrs. Blackstone, who 
was at the Muskingum county jail last 
night. Mrs. Blackstone came to Xew- 
ark during the last few days of Mrs- 
Caver's illness, and was present "when 
death called the stricken woman. How 
she became acquainted with the doc- 
tor is not yet known. 


Who is Dr. Burg? 


Of particular interest in the case 
is a letter received by 3trs_ Jessie 
Gaver before leaving Aurora, which 
shows that she was not without 
friends. She came to Xewark from 
Aurora, on October 7th, arriving here 
on the morning of the 8th. On- Sep- 
tember 27th, a letter was received 
from Detroit, Mich., from a "Mrs. 
Mame Tiidge," evidently a friend of 
many years standing. 
Mrs. Tudge 


suggested that Mrs. Gaver spend 
time in the Michigan city, but the 
Aurora woman's property was in the 
possession of Dr. Rheamoutt and 
she was evidently anxious to get to 
Xewark and be with him again. The 
letter from the Detroit friend fol- 
lows: 
""Dear Gaver: 
Hope you are feeling better, which 


I know you are not. Say, I found out 
that Doc's name. He is Doc. Burg. 
He lives in the suburbs of Xewark, 
Ohio. 
"Xow, I wish you could come Mon- 
day and I will meet you part way 
and go with you, for the sooner the 
better. Xow, Gaver, if you would 
stay for a month anyway, it won't 
cost you a cent and his wife said for 
you to stay right at their house. 
Xow, let me know at once. It won't 
hurt us old friends to do a little 
something for you.
